Once Grizzlies were found in most of west- 
ern United States and Canada. Today they 
are confined largely to our national parks. 


Grizzlies feed on fish, snakes and other 
wild life. Some raid cattle and horses, which 
is one reason for their wide extermination. 


Some Grizzly Bears will attack man. These 
huge animals of yellow-brown color, weigh 
to 900 Ibs., with shoulder height of 4 ft. 
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The state flag of California, as adopted 


in 1953, pictures a California Grizzly. 
He is the “official animal’ of the state. 


Despite their ferocity, these bears can be 
tamed. As far back as 1860, performing 
bears were part of P. T. Barnum’s Circus.
